HE 13th of this Month in the Evening 
the Duke of Modena came into this City, 
in a Coach of. Cardinal Barbatino’s his 
Uncle. He went to his own Palace, 
which Cardinal Barbarino had got fur- 

nith’d againft his coming, and would not receive a 

Vifit from any Perfon except from Cardinal Francis 

Barberino his Coufin, who came in by the private’ 
Gate and without Ceremony. The next day Signior 

Marciani his Highnefs’s Minifter went tothe Palace to 
acquaint the Pope with his arrival ; but was given to 

underftand that fuch a Meffage ought to have been 

brought by the Perfon of the beft Quality in the 
Duke’s Retinue ; Whereupon his Highnefs was 

oblig’d to fend the Marquefs Coccapani the firft Gen- 
tleman of his Bed-chamber to make the fame Com- 

liment. He was anfwer'd, that the Pope would 

end Word to the Duke what Day and Hour he 
would give him Audience. The fame Eyening his 
Holinefs fent his Cup-bearer, who acts as firft Gen- 
tleman of his Bed-chamber during the Indifpofition 
of Signior Rufo, who complimented the Duke in his 
 Holinefs’s Name, and told him, he might have Au- 
dience the 15th. Accordingly he went to the Palace 
that day, cloath’d in Black in a travelliug Drefs in 
one of Cardinal Barberino’s Coaches, bur the Coach- 

man and 4 Footmen were in his own Livery. He 
was receiv’d at the Foot of the private Stairs by a 

Mafter of the Ceremonies,who conducted him to the 

Door of the narrow Paffage, where he was. receiv’d 

by Signior Mafcei and 2 Gentlemen: of the private 

Bedchamber, and afterwards by the Major domo 

who introduc’d him to his Holinefs. The Pope re- 

ceiv’d the Duke of Modena with Expreffions of great 

Kindnefs, and the Converfation lafted 4 Hours. The 

26th his Holinefs fent him a Prefent of all forts of 

Refrefhments carried by 50 Men, notwithftanding he 

is abfolutely Incognito, fo that he neither receives nor 

returns any Compliments. "Tis faid he has promis’d 

to vifit the chief Cardinals without taking the hand 

of them in their own Houfes; But there are other 

Difficulties befides, which muft firft be agreed.

the Duke went up to the Chamber of Audience by 

the private Stairs, underthe Name of the Marquefs 


of Coccapani one of his Favourites, and gave the 
Right Hand to the Cardinal, who receiv'd hen at the 
top of the Stairs; and after an, hours Converfation, 
his Eminency reconducted him to the fame Place ; 
mean time the Lords that came with his Highnefs 
ftaid at the Cardinal's Palace-Gate in a Coach, nor 
did any of his Gentlemen go into the Palace. The 
Pope to thew his Efteem for this Prince, ‘order'd his 
Brother Don Oratio Albani and his 3 Nephews to 
make hima Vifit on the 26th, whom the Duke re- 
ceiv'd very kindly. His Holinefs and the Republick 
of Venice endeavour earneftly to get the Duke re- 
ftor’d to his Dominion and Revenues ; arid in order 
to it have offer’d their Mediation to both Parties. ’Tis 
further faid, they have fent to the Courts of France 
and Spain a Project for'an Accommodation, in which 


among other things they propofe that the Troops of . 


the 2 Crowns fhall quit Modena and Regio, and 
a thofe 2 Places fhall be garrifon’d by the Pope's 
roops.

Name of Cardinal Charles his Uncle, who is indif- 
pos’d, to follicit his Holinefs to interpofe his beft 
Offices with the 2 Crowns in the Duke’s Favour, 


The Court continues to be greatly diffatisfied with
